U. S.-UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA TRADE AGREEMENT 


Effective June 14, 1948 

The President on June 12, 1948 issued a proclamation putting into effect, as of June 14, 1948, the 
concessions in the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade initially negotiated with the Union of South 
Africa, which had not yet been made effective. The Agreement was entered into last October, at Geneva, 
Switzerland, with 22 othér countries. The President’s action followed receipt of information that the 
Government of the Union of South Africa had signed the Protocol of FRrovisional Application of the General 
Agreement on May 14, 1948; pursuant to the Agreement and the Protocol, the Union of South Africa will 
be a contracting party to the Agreement on the expiration of 30 days from the date of signature. 

The Union of South Africa is the twelfth of the Geneva countries to give effect to this Agreement. 
The other countries which have done so, in addition to the United States, are the United Kingdom, France, 
Belgium, the Netherlands, Luxembourg, Canada, Australia, Cuba, Czechoslovakia, and China. 

The text of the proclamation of June 12, 1948 follows: 

WHEREAS (1), pursuant to the authority conferred by section 350 of the Tariff Act of 1930, as 
amended by section 1 of the Act of June 12, 1934, by the Joint Resolution approved June 7, 1943, and by 
sections 2 and 3 of the Act of Juiy 5, 1945 (48 Stat. 943 and 944, ch. 474, 57 Sta. 125, ch. 118, 59 Stat. 
410 and 411, ch. 269; 19 U.S.C. (1946) 1351), the period within which said authority may be exercised having 
been extended by section 1 of said Act of July 5, 1945 until the expiration of three years from June 12, 
1945 (48 Stat. 944, ch. 474, 59 Stat. 410, ch. 269; 19 U.S.C. (1946) 1352(c)), on October 30, 1947 the

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The General Agreement 


On Tariffs And Trade

HE General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade is a logical extension of the Hull 
theory of reciprocal trade agreements. Instead of widening the boundaries of 
trade between only two countries, twenty-three countries were able to reach 
common agreement to reduce the barriers to world trade. So extensive was the range 
of the negotiations, that about two-thirds of the import trade of the negotiating coun- 


tries, and one-half of the total world imports, are affected by the Agreement. 


Not 


all of the negotiating nations have put into effect the Agreement, but the most sub- 


stantial trading nations have accepted it. 


It was only natural and proper that each 
country, bargaining during the course of 
the negotiations, considered the political 
and economic effects of any suggested con- 
cessions. The negotiators realized that no 
matter how carefully calculated, sotue of 
the tariff reductions might result in such 
sharp increases in imports as to cause 
serious injury to domestic preducers. They 
therefore provided an escape clause, au- 
thorizing a country to suspend, withdraw 
or modify the concessions for such prod- 
ucts. This provision, fairly administered, 
should alleviate concern of domestic pro- 
ducers. 

Keen disappointment has been expressed 
over the imposition of imrort restrictions 
by Canada, and the action by Mexico to 
revise its tariff upward, immediately after 
the Agreement was signed. These acts, al- 
though regrettable, when considered in 
their proper perspective, do not affect the 
accomplishments of the Agreement. Mex- 
ico, which is not a party to the Agreement, 
found that its tariff act, constructed on 
specific rates of duty when values were 
low, required adjustment to present high 
prices, in order to maintain its own eco- 
nomy. Canada, which is a party to the 
Agreement, faced with a stringent dollar 
shortage, took measures to keep its cur- 
rency on an even keel. These adjustments 
no more affect the validity of the theory 
underlying the Agreements, than the ac- 
tion of the United States in limiting ex- 
ports of materials in short supply. In fact 
one of the most desirable features of the 
Agreement is that it is a flexible document, 
which contains provision for adaptation to 
changing conditions. 

At least for the next few years, while 
the United States continues to dominate 
as an exporting nation, the concessions 
granted by foreign countries will enable 


our exporters to sell their goods to areas 
which were formerly closed to them, be- 
cause dominated economically by other 
countries. The imports which we must 
purchase from the other nations, to enable 
them to pay for our exports, will also help 
develop friendly trade relationships. The 
net result must be that in time, when the 
economies of the nations have been recon- 
structed, we will have put ourselves in a 
favorable position, so that we can com- 
pete on equal terms in territories whose 
trade was formerly restricted. This result 
is quickened by the provisions of the 
Agreement looking to the limitation of 
preferences and quantitative restrictions. 
INTERPRETATION AND PROBLEMS 
The interest of traders in the Agreement 
is evidenced by the wide variety of ques- 
tions which have been, and are still being 
posed, with respect to its interpretation. 
The authority for the Agreement, inso- 
far as the United States is concerned, is 
the Trade Agreements Act, Section 350 of 
the Tariff Act, which authorized the Presi- 
dent to enter into foreign trade agreements 
with foreign governments, and to modify 
existing duties and import restrictions, 
subject however to the limitation that no 
rates of duty existing on January 1, 1945 
could be increased or decreased by more

than 50%. Inasmuch as a number of rates has been modified is paragraph 397 of the 


of duty had already been decreased by as 
much as 50% by various reciprocal trade 
agreements, some of the rates provided in 
the Agreement are as little as 25% of the 
rates provided for originally in the Tariff 
Act of 1930 in a total reduction of 75%. 
The failure of Congress to extend the life 
of the Trade Agreements Act, or the modi- 
fication of that Act, will not affect the 
validity of the Agreement, for that docu- 
ment was promulgated before the expira- 
tion of the authorizing statute. 


The negotiations for concessions were 
conducted, not as an entirety, but rather 
on a nation-with-nation, product-by- 
product basis. Therefore when any nation 
signs the Agreement, and the President 
proclaims it, the concessions negotiated 
with that country become effective. Thus, 
the concessions negotiated with the United 
Kingdom became effective on January l, 
1948, the Czechoslovakia concessions became 
effective on April 21, 1948, and the China 
concessions became effective on May 22, 
1948, etc. Under the most-favored-nation 
clause of the Agreement, as soon as we 
proclaimed concessions with these nations, 
those concessions applied to all the na- 
tions in the world, even if they were not 
parties to the Agreement. In fact, the con- 
cessions granted by us to any nation apply 
equally to importations of similar mer- 
chandise from such countries as Germany, 
Japan and the Soviet Union. 


Inasmuch as the purpose of the Agree- 
ment was to replace the reciprocal trade 
agreements previously made on a two- 
nation basis, whenever the President pro- 
claims that the Agreement has become ef- 
fective with respect to any nation, he at 
the same time terminates the reciprocal 
trade agreement existing with that nation. 
However, reciprocal trade agreements exist- 
ing with nations that have not made ef- 
fective the Agreement, or are not parties 
to it, are still in operation. 

An example of how a tariff provision 


Tariff Act of 1930, relating to manufactures 
of metal, not specially provided for. The 
original rates were modified by reciprocal] 
trade agreements as follows: 

United Kingdom—terminated December 

31, 1947 

Mexico—still effective 

Sweden—still effective 

Switzerland—still effective 
The last three nations are not parties to 
the Agreement. In the Agreement conces- 
sions relating to paragraph 397 were nego- 
tiated with the United Kingdom, Czecho- 
slovakia and China. In determining today 
the rate of duty of merchandise imported 
from any country, classified under para- 
graph 397, we must therefore consider the 
application of the modifications of the 
Mexican, Sweden and Switzerland Trade 
Agreements, and of the General Agree- 
ment. 

Cuba occupies a special position because 
of the preference extended to Cuban mer- 
chandise imported into the United States. 
The concessions granted by the United 
States appear in Schedule XX of the Agree- 
ment, and that schedule is divided into 
Part I, applying to all nations, and Part 
II, applicable only to Cuba. If any item 
is included in Part II, Cuba and only Cuba 
will get the benefit of that preferential 
rate. If the item is included in Part I but 
not in Part II, Cuba gets the benefit of the 
Part I rate, with no additional preference. 
If the item is not included in either Parts 
I or II, and has been designated as hav- 
ing been imported in quantity in any of 
the years 1937, 1939, 1944 or 1945, the 
product will receive the same preference 
that it obtained on April 10, 1947. If the 
item is not included in Parts I or II, and 
was not imported in quantity during the 
specified years, it takes the effective rate of 
duty, without the benefit of any preference. 

The benefits accorded to importers by 
the concessions extended by our country 
are considerable, but at the same time, the

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Milwaukee — Lake and Ocean Port

NE of the early translations of the 

Indian word from which Milwaukee 
takes its name was “meeting place by the 
waters.” The phrase was prophetic, for 
the port of Milwaukee has indeed become 
a meeting place for the ships of many na- 
tions and for the intermingling of many 
forms of commerce. 

Milwaukee, like many other early Amer- 
ican cities founded on natural inland 
waterways, has grown from the few thou- 
sand pioneers who incorporated the city 
on January 31, 1846, until today it ranks 
as the tenth leading industrial city of the 
United States and as an important dis- 
tribution point for the entire northwest. 
Water transportation has been an all im- 
portant factor in this development. 

In 1947, Milwaukee’s waterborne com- 
merce amounted to 8,520,940 net tons, rep- 
resenting the highest annual cargo move- 
ment since the boom year 1929, when the 
port handled 8,564,863 net tons. The 1947 
tonnage showed an 8% advance over the 
1946 figure. This water movement takes 
care of about 40% of the city’s transporta- 
tion requirements, exclusive of those met 
by motor-truck carriers and oil freight; 
the other 60% is handled by rail. 

Five main trunk-line railroads serve 
Milwaukee. Two of them make use of car 
ferry lines. ‘These lines provide a direct 
connection with eastern trunk-line rail- 
roads, with a saving of 24 to 36 hours in 
transit time as compared to all-rail routes, 
and maintain for Milwaukee a parity with 
Chicago on rail rates to the eastern sea- 
board. Of special interest are the fast car 
ferries which ply across Lake Michigan all 
year round in all weather. 

In addition to rail and water transpor- 
tation, 74 common carrier motor-trucking 
lines operate in and out of the city on 5 


federal highways and 13 principal state 
highways. Five major transcontinental air 
lines provide direct flights to Hawaii, 
Alaska, the Philippines, the Orient, Europe, 
and Mexico. Inter-connecting lines provide 
convenient routings to South America, 
Africa, Australia, and New Zealand. Mil- 
waukee’s principal airport averages 175 
plane movements a day and over 10,000 
passengers a month. In 1947 Milwaukee’s 
air express services handled 39,439 out- 
bound parcels, and 28,313 inbound, or a 
total of 67,752 air express parcels, averag- 
ing about 5 pounds per parcel. This volume 
represented an increase of 277% over the 
1940 air express cargo. A substantial and 
increasing amount of air borne freight to 
all parts of the United States and fre- 
quently to Europe is being handled in Mil- 
waukee. 

The port of Milwaukee itself is a “mixed 
port” having both publicly and privately 
owned dock facilities, representing a com- 
bined private, municipal, and federal in- 
vestment of about $45,000,000. Eighty dock 
terminals, of which about 30 are coal docks, 
are in operation. Other facilities comprise 
transit sheds, dock warehouses, docks, car 
ferry terminals, grain elevators, petroleum 
and building material terminals.

ARGENTINE—INSURANCE 
REGULATIONS 


Argentina has ruled that with certain 
exceptions all goods entering or leaving 
Argentine ports later than ninety days 
after May 4, 1948, must be insured by Ar- 
centine companies. (Decree 12901, regulat- 
ing Article 14 of Law 12988). Collaterally, 
the Central Bank ruled that individual au- 
thorizations will be required for direct re- 
mittances abroad from Argentina of insur- 
ance and re-insurance premiums, payment 
of claims and policy cancellations. 

An unofficial translation of the decree 
has been distributed to Members.  Inter- 
pretive comments by a Buenos Aires rep- 
resentative of an American company have 
been forwarded to the Insurance Committee 
and made available to Members on request. 
The Committee is studying the whole Ar- 
gentine insurance situation. 


REPORT ON JAPAN—JOHN- 
SON COMMITTEE 


A “Report on the Economic Position and 
Prospects of Japan and Korea and the 
Measures Required to Improve Them”, pre- 
pared by the Johnston Committee, has been 
released by the Department of the Army. 
NFTC has reproduced the report (NFTC 
Ref. No. M-718) and distributed copies to 
Members who have previously indicated 
their interest in Japan.

Ratification of the Italian treaty might 
well give further impetus to the general 
program for negotiation of modern Treaties 
of Friendship, Commerce and Navigation 
with other countries. The carrying out of 
such a program has been urged steadily 
by NFTC as fundamental to sound Ameri- 
— international trade and investment re- 
ations. 


CHINA TRADE ACT 
CORPORATIONS 


As a result of a government belief that 
the instrumentality of China Trade Act 
Corpcerations is being abused by non- 
entitled persons, extension of the June 15, 
1948, deadline for filing annual reports of 
such Corporations, requested by NFTC, has 
not been granted. The decision not to ex- 
tend was announced at a May meeting in 
Washington with officials of the Depart- 
ments of Treasury and Commerce attended 
by representatives of NFTC, the Far East- 
America Council of Commerce and Indus- 
try and China Trade Act firms. The gov- 
renment considers it necessary to secure 
renorts from all affected companies in the 
near future to ascertain the situation. 

With reference to tax treatment of China 
Trade Act Corporations, a special prob'em 
has arisen in connection with the declar- 
ing of dividends and the inflation of Chi- 
nese currency. Rulings have been re- 
quested jointly by NFTC and FEAC.

Thus goods may enter Ar- 
gentina without the special approval of 
outstanding exchange permits but such ap- 
proval by the Central Bank will continue 
to be necessary to obtain foreign exchange. 
Import permits are also required on prac- 
tically all items. The opening of letters of 
credit in dollars by Argentine commercial 
banks for the payment of imports requires 
the prior approval of the Argentine Central 
Bank. 

The attention of NFTC Members is drawn 
to the fact that the clearance of goods 
thru the Argentine customs is a condition 
precedent to the issuance of exchange per- 
mits, in accordance with established prac- 
tice. No assurance for the shipper prior 
to shipment as to when payment in dollars 
will be made thus exists except under con- 
firm:ed letters of credit. : 

The international financial position of 
Argentina continues to be critical. There 
is no immediate prospect of an alleviation 
of these difficulties or relaxation in the 
severe controls over imports that have 
been instituted. 


TAX CONVENTIONS WITH 


FRANCE, DENMARK, NETH- 
ERLANDS, NEW ZEALAND 


The Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee on May 25 reported favorably to the 
Senate on the French Tax Treaty signed by 
the Governments of France and the United 
States on October 18, 1946, and a Supple- 
mentary Protocol signed by the two gov- 
ernments on May 17 of this year. In addi- 
tion, fiscal authorities of the two countries 
have agreed on principles of interpretation 
in connection with certain provisions of 
the treaty. Further points are still to be 
covered during formulation of regulations 
for applying provisions of the treaty. 


Tax Conventions with Denmark, The 
Netherlands and New Zealand, negotiated 


and signed in recent months, are before the 
Foreign Relations Committee but hearings 
on them have not yet been held. Prior to 
negotiations NFTC in each case submitted 
recommendations as to desirable provisions 
for inclusion in these treaties. NFTC has 
recorded with the Foreign Relations Com- 


mittee its approval of these Conventions, 
and has expressed its willingness to be 
represented by a witness during hearings 


concerning them. 

In reference to the French Convention, 
representatives of the NFTC Tax Commit- 
tee appeared at hearings held by the For- 
eign Relations Committee, and conferred 
repeatedly with representatives of the State 
and Treasury Departments. 





Mr. Mitchell B. Carroll, Special Counsel to 
the NFTC Tax Committee has prepared q 
report analyzing provisions of the Danish 
French, Netherlands and New Zealand Con- 
ventions. The report also discusses the ac. 
tion of the NFTC Tax Committee with ref- 
erence to the various provisions, and sets 
forth the Committee’s recommendations 
concerning Tax Treaties to be negoiated 
in the future. 





3 NATIONS TARIFF RELIEF 


India, Norway and Southern  Rodeshia 
have been added by President Truman to 
the list of countries eligible for new tariff 
concessions. The tariff cuts for India start 
July 9, for Norway July 11, and for South- 
ern Rodeshia July 12. 

Under the accords, India will grant con- 
cessions to American products valued at 
about $10,000,000 annually in terms of 1939 
trade. The American concessions for India 
represent about $55,145,000 annual com- 
merce, most of this jute and jute products, 
mica, cashew nuts, burlap and bags, wool 
rugs, badminton racquets, nets and tennis 
racquets. 

Norway in effect promises to cut the 
duties on American imports valued at 
$15,300,000 annually, including automobiles, 
trucks, office machines, refrigerators, vari- 
ety of fruits and fruit juices, vegetables 
and vegetable juices, tires, tubes, cosmetic 
varnishes. In turn, U. S. will grant con- 
ecessions to Norway for goods valued at 
$21,000,000 in terms of 1939 trade. About 
$11,000,000 of this total represents articles 
they can send to the United States duty 


free. Products which will enter at re- 
duced rates include whale oil, sardines, 
certain fish and fish products, some pig 


iron and ferromanganese and fishhooks. 

Southern Rhodesia will let in at low rates 
such American goods as mining machinery, 
agricultural equipment, pumps, machine 
tools, lubricating oils, motorcycles and 
parts and radios. These goods amount to 
$1,220,000 in trade yearly. Duties on im- 
ports of some minerals from Southern 
Rhodesia will be reduced, among them 
mica, chromium, asbestos, chrome ore and 
tanning extracts.

ports lift and discharge cargoes within this 
port, and it is common to see the flags of 
Canada, Norway, Sweden, Holland and the 
British Empire on the ships laying along- 
side the Milwaukee water front. Ships with 
cargo from the Eastern seaboard or from 
European ports call here, after having 
traversed the New York State barge canal, 
or the waters of the St. Lawrence River. 
The port is outstanding on the Great 
Lakes for its unusual variety of waterborne 
commerce and shipping services. Like other 
Great Lakes ports, Milwaukee handles a 
large volume of bulk commodities such as 
coal and grain, but it also cares for heavy 
movements of package freight, car ferry 
traffic and foreign commerce. It is one 
of the principal package freight ports on 
the Lakes. It is also the principal coal re- 
ceiving port on Lake Michigan, and ranks 
second among all great lakes ports in coal 
receipts. In recent years, Milwaukee’s 
rank among lake ports in tonnage has been 
as high as fourth place and as low as six- 
teenth, but the port consistently ranks 
second or third in value of commerce. 
The Board of Harbor Commissioners is 
actively making plans for another major 
pier on the Milwaukee lakefront to accom- 
modate the growing volume of business of- 
fered at the municipal port. The Board is 
also planning to acquire heavy lift equip- 
ment of much greater capacity than the 
cranes now in service. The municipal docks 
are equipped with cranes of 25-and 30-ton 
capacity and the Board plans to acquire a 
new crane of about 50-ton capacity, to ac- 
commodate export loading of extremely 
heavy lift machinery of the type produced 
extensively in the Milwaukee area. 
Milwaukee enjoys the service of four

APPEALS BOARD ON EXPORT CONTROLS 


The establishment of an Appeals Board on export controls, and the appointment of 
Harrison Lillibridge of New York City as its chairman, was announced by the OIT. 

The new board has been created, in view of the growing importance of export con- 
trols, to provide a simple and efficient appeals procedure. Any exporter may appeal who 
feels that a regulation of administrative action of OIT works an exceptional or unreason- 
able hardship on him, or that it improperly discriminates against him. The board has 
been set up in the Office of the Assistant Secretary for Foreign and Domestic Commerce. 
Records will be kept of each appeal and will be available for examination by any au- 
thorized person. 

The procedure, which became effective June 15, requires that an appeal from a reg- 
ulation must be filed in writing not later than 20 days after the regulation’s date of 
publication. An appeal from the rejection or return without action of an export license 
application, or an appeal from the refusal of an extension of a license, must be made not 
later than 20 days after the date of the notification to the exporter of such action. 
The decisions of the Appeals Board will be final.

LICENSING EXPORTS OF FLOUR 


A new and more liberal procedure for licensing exports of flour to the Western 
Hemisphere and the Philippines was announced by the OIT. The new licensing procedure 
eliminates quantitative quota restrictions on the amount of flour which may be ex- 
ported to these destinations, and the issuance of licenses for the export of flour under this 
procedure will be governed largely by the applicant’s proven ability to make shipment 

The relaxation of control over the export movement of flour to the Western Hemis.- 
phere and the Philippines has been made possible by the improved domestic supply situa- 
tion of grain, as reflected by the June 10 crop report of the Department of Agriculture, 

Under the new licensing procedure, any exporter who has received a license (or 
licenses) validated after April 1, 1948, for the export of flour to the Philippines or to qa 
country in the Western Hemisphere may apply for a license to export flour to the country 
in question as soon as he has shipped three fourth of the flour covered by his license, 
This application may be for an amount up to twice the quantity which he has actually 
shipped against such outstanding license, or up to 3,200 hundredweight (cwt.), which. 
ever is greater. Sach application must be accompanied by certified copies of accepted 
export bills of lading, bearing the export license number or numbers showing that the 
exporter has actually shipped at least 75% of the flour covered by such export license 
to the country of destination for which the new license application is submitted. The 
amount of flour which may be covered by a single license to a single country may not 
exceed 50,000 cwt. but there is no restriction as to the number of applications which may 
be submitted in a given period of time. As soon as the exporter has shipped at least 
75q@ of the flour for which he holds a license to any destination issued under this pro- 
gram, he may submit a new application. 

Exporters who have not received licenses validated after April 1, 1948, authorizing 
flour shipments to the country to which it is desired to ship, may submit license applica- 
tions to export to that country for a quantity up to 3,200 cwt. 

In the event that an exporter has permitted a flour license validated after April 1, 
1948, to expire without making shipment, he is required to explain his failure to ship be- 
fore any subsequent flour license applications will. be considered by OIT. Such applica- 
tions may not be for a quantity exceeding 3,200 cwt. 

After an applicant has received a license under this new procedure he may apply for 
and receive an additional license upon submission of certified copies of accepted export 
bills of lading showing that he has shipped at least 75% of the flour covered by the last 
license he has received for the destination in questicn. The exporter may continue to re- 
apply under this procedure, but each application is limited to twice the amount of flour 
shipped to the same country of destination against the last license, limit 50,000 cwt. 

Each application to export flour must be accompanied by evidence of an order ac- 
cepted on or after June 21, 1948. Orders acecpted prior to June 21 must be reconfirmed 
unless there is a firm contract between exporter and importer at a specified fixed price 
with no provision for price adjustments. 

Under the new procedure, export licenses for flour will be valid for 60 days from the 
date of issuance. Requests for extensions will be limited to 30 days, and will not be 
granted unless the exporter can prove his ability to ship within that period. 

When exporters desire to ship to two or more consignees in a single country, they 
are required to submit BLT (blanket) license applications, accompanied by a list (in 
duplicate) of the names and addresses of all consignees, with the amount shipped each. 

Applications will be acted upon by OIT as they are received. The schedule of cut- 
off dates announced on June 4 is no longer applicable. 

To assure that all applications are covered by orders which have been accepted 
or reconfirmed after June 21, all license applications to export flour to the Western Hem- 
isphere and the Philippines now in the hands of OIT are being returned immediately 
without action, for resubmission in accordance with the new licensing procedure. 


USED BURLAP BAGS 


Ceiling restrictions on the export shipment of used burlap bags during the balance 
of the second quarter have been removed, the Department of Commerce announced 
through the OIT. The original second quarter export quota for used burlap bags was set 
at 300,000. The improved burlap supply situation has made it possible for OIT to approve 
export license applications for reasonable quantities of used burlap bags without quanti- 
tative restriction for the balance of the second quarter. 

Officials pointed out that export licenses for used burlap bags are issued only when 
the bags are to be used for the packaging abroad of essential commodities to be shipped 
into the United States, or, in certain instances, tu take care of hardship cases.

OF VESSELS 
Page 1113 
Section 3.2, Custom Regulations of 1943 (19 CFR, Cum. Supp., 3.2), is amended as 
follows: 
Paragraph (a) is amended to read as follows: 


(a) A vessel of 20 net tons or more may be registered or enrolled and licensed. A ves- 
sel of 5 net tons or more but less than 20 net tons may be licensed (except vessels sub- 
ject to the provisions of paragraph (b) of this section) or registered. (T.D. 51912) 

Paragraph (b) is amended to read as follows: 

(b) Any vessel of 5 net tons or more which is to be documented for navigating the waters 
of the northern, northeastern, or northwestern frontiers otherwise than by sea shall be 
granted a frontier enrollment and license, customs Form 1273, except that a vessel used 
exclusively as a pleasure vessel on those waters may be granted an enrollment and license 
as a yacht, customs Form 1290, if entitled to be so documented in accordance with the 
provisions of section 3.4 of this part. (See sec. 3.40.) (T.D. 51912) 

Paragraph (d) is amended by deleting so much of the second sentence thereof as pre- 
cedes and includes the colon and by substituting in lieu thereof the following: 
The appropriate one of the following notations shall be made on the register of any vessel 
owned by a corporation, except when such register is required by any other provision of 
this part to bear an endorsement prohibiting the vessel from engaging in the coastwise 
trade: (T.D. 51912)

Section 3.4, Customs Regulations of 1943 (19 CFR, Cum. Supp., 3.4), is amended to 
read as follows: 

3.4 Yachts entitled to documents.—(a) Any vessel of 16 gross tons or more but less than

Any 
such vessel may be granted an enrollment and yacht license (for navigating the waters of 
the northern, northeastern, and northwestern frontiers otherwise than by sea) or a yacht 
license under special instructions from the Commissioner of Customs or without such 
special instructions if the epplication for such documentation is accompanied by a certifi- 
cate by the owner or his authorized agent that, within a reasonable time, the vessel will 
proceed on a foreign voyage or the owner will have a mortgage against the vessel re- 
corded.

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED, CURRENCY CONVERSION 


Reference is made to cases in which appraisement has been withheld or liquidation 
has been suspended pending the determination of the proper rate or rates for the Argen- 
tine peso for customs purposes. 

The Federal Reserve Bank of New York has certified two rates of exchange for the 
Argentine peso, one designated as the “Official” rate and the other not designated by a 
distinctive name, during the period commencing March 27, 1941, and continuing to date. 

Argentina has had a form of cxchange control since 1931, when a Commission for 
Control of Exchange was established for the purpose of administering exchange regula- 
tions including the fixing of buying and selling rates for foreign currencies. These 
regulations and resulting operations gave rise to the “Official’’ rate of exchange for the 
Argentine currency. In November of 1933, by a resolution of the Ministry of Finance, 
an existing exchange market was recognized by the Government as a “free” market in 
which foreign exchange accruing from all sources other than exports could be sold. 
This resolution was amended in December of 1933 to permit the sale in the free market 
of foreign exchange resulting from exports other than “regular” exports. 

In the latter part of 1940 and the early part of 1941 the exchange control regulations 
and export controls were again changed. Under the provisions of these amendments 
foreign exchange covering the f. 0. b. value of exports from Argentina (which in the case 
of exports to the United States means U. S. dollars) was required to be sold or surrendered 
to the Central Bank or a bank authorized to deal in foreign exchange. Foreign exchange, 
resulting from exports to the United States of the main export commodities of that coun- 
try (believed to include grain, meat, and other packing house products, wool, hides, and 
dairy products), designated as “regular’’ exports, was required to be sold or surrendered 
at the “Official” rate as fixed from time to time by the Banco Central de Argentina 
(which took over the duties of the Commission for Control of Exchange as related to 
the fixing of rates and the buying and selling of exchange). The exchange derived from 
payment for “non-regular” exports (i. e., exports other than regular exports, consisting 
in general of new products, or products previously not regularly exported from Argentina 
or exported only in limited quantities, and believed to include manufactured goods where 
the cost of the raw materials is less than 50 per centum of the value of the finished 
product, such as, at least during certain periods, leather handbags, shoes, cheese, wines, 
beverages) was required to be sold or surrendered to authorized banks in Argentina at a 
rate, fixed from time to time by the Central Bank, and sometimes referred to as the 
“preferential” buying rate. This is a rate more favorable to the Argentina exporter than 
the “Official” rate. 
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ARGENTINE PESO—BUREAU OF CUSTOMS—Continued 

It is understood that the “Official” rate as certified by the Federal Reserve Bank of 
New York corresponds to the rate applicable to regular exports from Argentina and the 
“Undesignated” rate corresponds to the rate applicable to non-regular exports from Ar- 
gentina, designated commercially as the “preferential” buying rate. 

In 1943 the classification of products as non-regular exports was limited, and in 
1944 the list of products subject to the rate for non-regular exports was greatly reduced 
It is believed that by decrees or regulations, copies of which are not available to the 
Treasury Department and the contents not fully known, numerous changes have been 
made from time to time since March 1941 in the categories or lists of products compris- 
ing regular and non-regular exports. 

It is understood that under the various resolutions and decrees by which products 
were added to or removed from the lists or categories of regular or non-regular exports 
or were transferred from one to the other of such lists or categories, provision may have 
been made for disposition of the exchange proceeds of certain exports on the basis of 
thir former category although actual shipment did not occur until after the date of trans- 
fer to their new category. It is possible that such exceptional treatment may have been 
allowed because the contract between exporter and importer was made on the basis of 
the earlier exchange requirement. It is also believed that shipments of certain com- 
modities or classes or types of commodities may have been allowed on the basis of ex- 
change negotiated in a “free market” (the rate for which has not been certified by the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New York, and is understood to be lower than either the 
“Official” or “undesignated” rate, i.e, shows a lower amount of United States money as 
equivalent to the peso) even though the substantial majority of products for export were 
on the regular or non-regular export list, subject to one or the other of the less favor- 
able rates. Cases have been noted in which the exchange rate used in connection with 
payment for the merchandise differed from the rate used in connection with the payment 
for certain costs charges or expenses. It further appears that upon the export of products 
not of national (Argentine) origin or products manufactured with 50 per centum or more 
of products not of national origin, the sale or surrender of the resulting foreign exchange 
may have been permitted or required at rates other than the rates for regular or non- 
regular exports. 

However, the provisions which allowed such special or exceptional treatment are not 
sufficiently well-known, nor understood to be of sufficiently uniform application to 
classes of commodities, to warrant disposition different from the disposition authorized 
by the instructions set forth below. 

In the case of any importation of merchandise exported from Argentina on or after 
March 27, 1941, the appraiser and collector shall proceed, respectively, with the appraise- 
ment and liquidation according to the following procedure, provided the requirements out- 
lined below are complied with: 

1. No rate of exchange shall be used for customs purposes under these instruc- 
tions except a rate certified by the Federal Reserve Bank of New York for the date 
of exportation of the merchandise, unless there is a proclaimed value for Argentine 
currency which varies by less than 5 per centum from the certified rate determined 
to be applicable to that merchandise in accordance with the numbered paragraphs 
below, in which case that proclaimed value shall be used as to that merchandise. 

2. Where the appraisement is made in Argentine currency the appraiser shall 
designate in his report to the collector the class of currency in which appraisement 
-is made by using the term “Official’’ pesos or “Undesignated” pesos, as the case may 
be, to identify the two types of currency for which the Federal Reserve bank has 
certified rates. } 

3. For all purposes of appraisement and assessment of duties, the amount of any 

value established in pesos shall be considered to be in the class of currency, desig- 

nated in the certifications of the Federal Reserve Bank of New York, in which, on the 
date of exportation of the particular merchandise, exchange of payment would be 
made under the exchange control provisions of the Argentine Government, as estab- 
lished to the satisfaction of the appraiser or collector, as the case may be, from in- 

formation in his own files, information obtained and presented to him by the im- 

porter, or information obtained from other sources, and the rate certified for the 

class of currency in which such value has been established shall be used; except that 
(a) if the appraiser or collector has credible information that the “free 
market” rate of exchange or any other rate not certified by the Federal Reserve 

Rank of New York was used, or that the merchandise is not a product of national 

(Argentine) origin or is a product manufactured with materials less than 50 per

When information regarding any of the Argentine currency conversion practices 
necessary to comply with the instructions contained herein is not available at a port 
other than New York, the appraiser or collector shall request the Customs Information 
Exchange, 201 Varick Street, New York 14, N. Y., to furnish such pertinent information 
as may b2 available. 

It is realized that many cases may arise in which there is not available locally or 
through the Customs Information Exchange sufficient information to identify clearly the 
commodities which have been subject under Argentine law to each certified rate, or which 
have been changed from one certified rate to the other or given special exchange treatment. 
The appraiser or collector shall determine in each such case whether the facts warrant 
appraisement and liquidation in accordance with the instructions herein or whether action 
shall be suspended and a report submitted to the Bureau of Customs. 

Since only the “Official” rate has been published by the Secretary of the Treasury 
during the period of dual-rate certification by the Federal Reserve Bank of New York, 
the “Undesignated” rate for dates prior to the issuance of these instructions will be pub- 
lished in a Customs Information Exchange circular in the near future.

| eon pursuant to said section for any period subsequent to the quarter beginning 
January 1, 

Available information establishes that decrees and regulations of the Italian Gov- 
ernment (Legislative Decree, March 26, 1946, No. 139; Ministerial Decree, April 13, 1946: 
Ministerial Decree, September 3, 1946; and Legislative Decree effective November 28° 
1947; and regulations of the Italian Exchange Office for the enforcement of these 
decrees), governing the surrender of the foreign exchange proceeds of exports of mer- 
chandise from Italy, require that the exporter surrender to the Italian Exchange Office 
(Ufficio Italiano dei Cambi) the foreign exchange proceeds (which in the case of exports 
to the United States means United States dollars) for his exports of domestic Italian 
goods In return the exporter receives the equivalent in lire at the “Official” rate of 
exchange of 50 per centum of the foreign exchange so surrendered while the other 50 per 
centum of the foreign currency is placed at the disposal of the exporter as a credit in the 
Bank of Italy or one of its agent banks. The foreign currency thus made available to 
the exporter may be used by him within prescribed time limits in payment for certain 
specified commodities imported into Italy or else such foreign currency credit may be 
sold bv the exporter to another Italian citizen or corporation in Italy to be used by the 
latter under the same conditions as applied to the original exporter. If not so used 
within the prescribed time limits this 50 per centum of the foreign currency proceeds of 
exports is required to be surrendered to the Italian Exchange Office by the Exporter or 
assignee for the equivalent in lire at the “Official” rate. 

It is believed from available information that the system outlined in the last pre- 
ceeding paragraph has been applicable to exportations from Italy since June 12, 1946, 
except that during a portion of that time there were special regulations with respect to 
exchange obtained for woolen products and cotton products. It is understood that the 
Italian Exchange Office, in printed letter No. 66, dated August 5, 1947, issued a regula- 
tion effective July 1, 1947, which provided in effect that only 25 per centum of the foreign 
exchange obtained for woolen products was required to be surrendered to the foreign 
exchange office and the remaining 75 per centum could be disposed of by the exporter. 
Special provisions with respect to cotton products were contained in regulations issued in 
printed letter No. 67, dated August 5, 1947, effective August 1, 1947, but the special treat- 
ment provided for in those regulations appears to have varied according to the _ price 
actually paid for each exportation and is not understood to have been of sufficiently 
uniform application to cotton products to warrant disposition different from the disposi- 
tion authorized by the instructions set forth below. The special treatment of exports of 
woolen and cotton goods appears to have been terminated by the above-mentioned legis- 
lative decree effective November 28, 1947. 

The “Official” rate certified by the Federal Reserve Bank of New York for the Italian 
lira corresponds to the rate received for the 50 per centum of the foreign exchange de- 
rived from exports of merchandise and retained by the Italian Exchange Office. The 
“Free” rate, as certified, corresponds to the daily average of the rates at which settle- 
ment is made for the remaining 50 per centum of the foreign currency credit which is

transferred to other accounts. 

In the case of any importation of merchandise exported from Italy on or after June 
13, 1946, the appraiser and collector shall proceed, respectively, with appraisement and 
liquidiation according to the following procedure, subject to the requirements and con- 
ditions outlined below: 

1. No rate of exchange shall be used for customs purposes under these instruc- 
tions except a rate or rates certified by the Federal Reserve Bank of New York for 
the date of exportaticn of the merchandise, unless there is a proclaimed value for 
Italian currency wlich varies by less than 5 per centum from any certified rate 

otherwise appicable. OIf there is a preclaimed value, it shall be used in lieu of any 
certified rate ctherwise applicable from which such proclaimed value varies by less

designate in his report to the collector the class or classes of currency in which ap- 
praisement is made by_using the terms applied to the currency of Italy by the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank of New York, namely, “Official Lire” or “Free Lire,” as the case 
may be. If both classes are used on a percentage basis, the percentage of each shall 
be indicated clearly. 
\ 3. For all purposes of appraisement and assessment of duties, the amount of any

of 50 per centum of such amount and “Free Lire” to the extent of the remaining 50 
per centum; except that 

(a) if the appraiser or collector has credible information that the merchan- 
dise is not domestic Italian goods, appraisement shall be withheld and liquida- 
tion shall be suspended as to all merchandise of the type involved exported to 
the United States during the period involved, 

(b) if the merchandise was a woolen product exported from Italy between 
July 1, 1947, and November 27, 1947, both inclusive, the ratio of 25 per centum 
“Official” and 75 per centum “Free” shall be used in appraisement and liquida- 
tion pursuant to this paragraph, and 

(ec) if the appraiser or collector has credible information that the ratio of 
50 per centum at the “Official” rate and 50 per centum at the “Free” rate or 25 
per centum at the “Official” rate and 75 per centum at the “Free” rate, as the 
case may be, was not used uniformly during any period in connection with the 
payment for the particular merchandise on which duty is being assessed and for 
all other n.erchandise of the same type, appraisement shall be withheld and 
liquidation shall be suspended as to all merchandise of the type involved exported 
to the United Stutes during the period involved. The exception stated in this 
subparagraph shall not apply to cotton products exported from Italy during the 
above-mentioned period *rom August 1, 1947, to November 27, 1947, inciusive, in 
respect of which the ratio of 5¢ per centum “Official” and 50 per centum “Free” 
shall be used in appraisement and liquidation.

It is understood that, since the certifications for the Italian lira must always await 
the receipt of information from abroad by the Federal Reserve Bank of New York, the 
certifications cannot be furnished to the Treasury Department in time for publication 
in the weekly Treasury Decisions for the same dates of exportation as the certifications 
of rates for other foreign currencies. The certified rates for the Italian currency for 
dates subsequent to the date of this Treasury decision will therefore be published in the 
weekly Treasury Decisions as soon as practicable after they become available. The cer- 
tified rates which are available for all dates of exportation between June 13, 1946, and 
the date of this Treasury decision will be published by the Customs Information Ex- 
change in a circular to be issued in the near future. 

Wheu infermation regarding any of the Italian currency conversion practices neces- 
sary to comply with the instructions contained herein is not available at a port other 
than New York the appraiser or collector shall request the Customs information Ex- 
change, 201 Varick Street, New York 14, N. Y., to furnish such pertinent information 
as may be available.

otherwise have been free of duty and internal-revenue tax, the forfeiture incurred is 
hereby remitted pursuant to the same authority. (T.D. 51931)

Note.—In general, Customs Drawback refers to the refund of 99 per cent of the duties paid on mer. 
chandise which has remained continuously in bonded warehouses or in the custody or control of customs 
officers which had been withdrawn for exportation within a period of three years, and in the case 
of grain for ten months. Drawback is also allowable upon the exportation of articles manufactured or 
produced in the United States with the use of imported merchandise; meats cured with imported salts; 
flavoring extracts; medicinal or toilet preparations manufactured in the United States with the use of 
domestic alcohol on which internal revenue tax has been paid; supplies for vessels manufactured or pro- 
duced with the use of imported materials or domestic tax paid alcohol and articles on which processing or 
excise tax has been paid.

Restriction of Permit Issuance for Importation of Indian Corn or Maize, Broomcorn, 
and Related Plants 

On March 20, 1948, notice of a proposed amendment of the regulation (7 CFR 319, 
41-3) restricting issuance of permits for importation of Indian corn or maize, broom- 
corn, and related plants was published in the Federal Register (13 F. R. 1482). After 
consideration of all relevant matter presented by interested persons regarding the pro- 
posal, the amendment to § 319.41-3 of the regulations supplemental to_ the quarantine 
restrictitng importation of Indian corn or maize, broomcorn, and related plants (Regu- 
lation 8, Notice of Quarantine No. 41; 7 CFR § 319.41-3), set forth below is hereby adopted, 
effective October 1, 1948: 

§ 319.41-3 Issuance of permits. On approval by the Chief of the Bureau of Entomol- 
ogy and Plant Quarantine of the application mentioned in § 319.41-2, a permit will be 
issued. 

For broomcorn and brooms and similar articles made of broomcorn, permits will be 
issued by the Chief of the Bureau of Entomology and Plant Quarantine for such ports as 
may be designated therein, except that permits will be issued for the entry of broomcorn 
originating in countries other than those in the North or South American Continents or 
the West Indies only through the ports of Paltimore, Boston, and New York, or through 
other northeatsern ports which may from time to time be designated in the permit, and 
at which facilities for treatment of infested material may be available, such entry to be 
limited to the five months’ period between October 1 of any year and the end of Febru- 
ary of the succecding year, both dates inclusive. Permits will not be issued for the entry 
of broomcorn from any source through ports on the Pacific coast. 

For shelled corn and for seeds of other plants listed in § 319.41, and for corn on the 
cob, green or mature, from the land areas designated in § 319.41-1 (b) (2), permits will 
be issued for ports where the Bureau of Entomology and Plant Quarantine maintains an 
inspection service and for such other ports as may be designated in the permit. (Sec. 
5. 37 Stat. 316; 7 U. S. C. 159.) Done at Washington, D. C., this 22d day of April 1948.

DOMINICAN REPUBLIC—REPORTS ON MINING 
AND MANUFACTURING 


During the war there was little basic change in the pattern of Dominican manufacturing indus- 
tries, according to a report just released by the United States Tariff Commission,—the 17th in its 
comprehensive series on mining and manufacturing industries in Latin American republics. A _ rela- 
tively large number of new enterprises came into existence, however, because of the increased pvur- 
chasing power of the Dominican people and shortages of imported goods. Most of the new enter- 
prises were small shops, prcducing various consumer goods on a handicraft basis. A few relatively 
larger enterprises, such as the Government-spopnsored factories producing cotton yarn and _ piece 
goods, meat products, and cement, were established during the war. 

The economy of the Dominican Republic is essentially agricultural; the country’s manufacturing 
industries are still in an early stage of development. Except for the sugar industry, most manu- 
facturing establishments represent a small capital investment, employ only a few workers, and 
produce light consumer goods for a limited domestic market. ‘The more important industrial enter- 
prises are those closely associated with agriculture—the processing of fcodstuffs, tobacco, and other 
agricultural products. In recent years only about 5 percent of the Dominican people have been di- 
rectly dependent on manufacturing industries for a livelihood. Although a number of minerals oc- 
cur in the Dominican Republican, for the most part they have not been developed, and mining in- 
dustries are not important in the country’s economy. 

According to the report, the economic future of the Dominican Republic appears to lie primarily 
in the further development of its agricultural and pastoral resources. Because of the lack -of deposits 
of coal and the absence of a large-scale market, the establishment of heavy or semiheavy industries 
in the country does not appear feasible. On the other hand, there will probably be further expan- 
sion of small industries producing light consumer goods for the domestic market. Establishments 
processing agricultural, pastoral, and forest products will probably continue to predominate; scien- 
tific experimention to devise industrial uses for products adapted to Dominican soil and climatic 
conditions might be of some importance. In many respects, however, the Dominican Republic is a 
country of limited resources for manufacturing industries, and such development as does take place 
must of necessity be moderate, at least for a number of years. Domestic and nearby foreign mar- 
kets are limited by low per capita income, the labor supply is largely unskilled, domestic resources 
of capital are insufficient, transportation facilities are inadequate, and the cost of power and fuel 
is high.

Semi-weekly reports of vessel entrances and clearances.—(a) Collectors 
and Deputy Collectors of Customs will transmit twice a week the duplicate copies of 
Customs Form 1400 “Record of Vessels Engaged in Foreign Trade—Encered or Arrived 
Under Permit to Proceed,” and Customs Form 1401 “Record of Vessels Engaged in For- 
eign Trade—Cleared or Granted Permit to Proceed,” to the Customs Statistics Section, 
Foreign Trade Division, Bureau of the Census, Room 434 Customhouse, New York 4, New 
York. These should be transmitted promptly. A semi-weekly report should include 
only entrances and clearances occurring in one calendar month. (F.C.S.D. 65) 

(b) Whenever there are no transactions during any particular semi-weekly period, 
a report to that effect should be rendered for the required period on Commerce Form 
550—“No Transactions.” (F.C.S.D. 65)

REPORTING EXPORT SHIPMENTS UNDER THE FOREIGN 
ASSISTANCE ACT OF 1948 


Reference is made to C/L No. FT 57, issued on April 22, 1948, with regard to the F} 
requisition symbols and numbers which should appear on shipping documents and on 
export declarations covering shipments made under the Foreign Assistance Act of 1948, 
Public Law 472, 80th Congress. 

For your information, all ECA authorizations or requisitions are issued by the Eco- 
nomic Cooperation Administration to United States Government agencies or to the for- 
eign recipient governments. The procurement and shipping of the material may be made 
by United States Government agencies ,the foreign governments, or private exporters or 
importers in accordance with arrangements made by the foreign governments. In the 
latter case, it is possible for ECA shipments, identified by established ECA requisitions, 
to be made where no reference to either a United States Government agency or a foreign 
government appears on the export declaration. 

Defense Aid Shipper’s Export Declarations, Commerce Form 7525 DA-V, should be 
used for all shipments under the ECA program including ECA shipments made through 
regular commercial channels even though the name of a United States Government 
agency or a foreign government does not appear on the declaration as exporter, con- 
signee, consignor. etc. 

As previously stated in C/L No. FT 57, in those cases where export licenses are re- 
quired by the Office of International Trade, the license number should appear on the 
Shipper’s Export Declaration in the description of merchandise column. The ECA requi- 
sition symbol and number should appear on export declarations in the space designated 
for reference or requisition number.

FOREIGN TRADE ZONE No. 3—SAN FRANCISCO 


Secretary of Commerce Charles Sawyer, in his capacity as chairman of the Foreign- 
Trade Zones Board, announced that Foreign-Trade Zone No. 3 was officially opened in 
San Francisco on June 10, the date agreed upon by the Board of State Harbor Commis- 
soness for the Port of San Francisco at the time of the issuance of the charter last 
March. 

Shortly after the gates of the new foreign-trade zone were swung open by Collector 
of Customs Paul Leake of San Francisco, acting for the Foreign-Trade Zones Board, sev- ? 
eral shipments of merchandise, including scrap metal bound to the Philippines from Eng- 
land, British rum on the way to the Orient, Czechoslovak glassware, and Philippine coco- 
nut oil, were unloaded into the zone for storage, manipulation and subsequent trans- 
shipment. Harbor officials at San Francisco indicated that a number of other ship- 
ments of foreign merchandise are enroute to the foreign-trade zone. 

The San Francisco Foreign-Trade Zone is located on Pier No. 45 at the northwest 
end of the Embarcadero, the nearest commercial pier to the entrance to San Francisco 
Bay 


GERMAN AGENCIES FOR SALE OF AMERICAN CARS 


German automotive-sales firms have been authorized to act as agencies for the sale 
of American and other foreign motor cars, effective September 1, 1948, according to a 
release of the Joint Export-Import Agency. Payment for imported vehicles and service 
will be made in foreign exchange. 

This marks the inauguration of a new policy for the return to normal business prac- 
tices of the automobile-sales business within Germany. Contracts for the establishment 
of these sales agencies may be negotiated between the agency and the foreign automobile 
manufacturer direct and submitted to the Joint Export-Import Agncy (JEIA) for ap- 
proval. The foreign exchange value of the agent’s commission and of all of the services 
performed within Germany in connection with the sale or repair of the cars will be 
billed to the purchaser in foreign exchange and paid to the JEIA account. The German 
agent will receive reichsmark from a German foreign trade bank for his services in ac- 
eordance with the regular JEIA procedure and will be entitled to the usual foreign ex- 


change bonus. p

BUREAU OF ANIMAL INDUSTRY 

Parts 17 and 27 of the regulations (9 CFR, Chapter I, Subchapter A, Parts 17 and 27) issued pursuant 
to the Meat Inspection Act, as amended and extended (21 U.S.C. 71 et. seq.), and section 306 (b) and 
(c) of the Tariff Act of 1930 (19 U.S.C. 1306 (b) and (c), as in effect prior to October 1, 1941, pre. 
scribed various requirements for labeling meats and meat food products imported into the United States, 
and required approval by the Chief of the Bureau of Animal Industry of labeling used in connection 
with such meats and meat food products. Effective October 1, 1941, Parts 17 and 27 of the regulations 
were amended (9 CFR, 1941 Supp., Parts 17 and 27) to change such labeling requirements fundamentally, 
still requiring approval of the labeling, however. 

In determining whether labeling shalt be approved, of course, consideration can only be given to 
the requirements in effect at the time such determination is made. As the regulations concerning labeling 
were fundamentally changed on October 1, 1941, in determining whether labeling should be approved 
after that date, entirely different factors had to be considered than were considered prior to that date, 
Therefore, any approval of labeling prior to October 1, 1941, constituted appraval only with respect 
to the requirements then in effect and does not constitute approval under the currently effective regula. 
tions. Accordingly, in order to comply with present labeling requirements, any person who proposes 
to use labeling material which was approved prior to October 1, 1941, and has not been reapproved 
since that date, must submit such labeling material for approval under the regulations presently in effect, 


HAWAIIAN FRUIT AND VEGETABLE QUARANTINE 
BUREAU OF ENTOMOLOGY AND PLANT QUARANTINE 
Recent discovery in the Territory of Hawaii of the destructive Oriental fruitfly (Dacus dorsalis 
Hendl.) and the presence there of the citrus canker disease, as well as other injurious insects and plant 
diseases have made necessary a revision of the quarantine and regulations to authorize procedures that 
will prevent the entry of these pests on fruits, vegetables and certain other vegetative products that 


they may infest or infect.. 
Many additions have been made to the list of fruits and vegetables that may be inspected and 


certified for shipment from Hawaii to the mainland. Bananas, formerly permitted entry after inspection 
and certification, have been withdrawn from this list. The newly established Oriental fruitfly attacks 
bananas at the stage of maturity at which they are ordinarily cut for shipment. Consequently, they 
are excluded because of the likelihood of spreading this pest to the mainland. 

In order more accurately to describe the quarantine, its designation has been changed from the 
“Mediterranean Fruitfly and Melon Fly Quarantine” to the “Hawaiian Fruit and Vegetable Quarantine.” 

Pursuant to the authority vested in the Secretary of Agriculture by the Plant Quarantine Act of 
August 20, 1912, as amended (7 U.S.C. and Supp. 151 et seq.) and the Insect Pest Act of March 3, 
1905 (7 U.S.C. 141 et seq.) and after public hearing and due consideration of all relevant material 
presented thereat, the quarantine and regulations in 7 CFR and Cum.
